Ohio Supreme Court has ordered 
a new trial in an adoption case 
involving

The high court Wednesday de­ 
cided to return the case to pro­ 
bate court for further proceedings. 
Richard F. Williams, of Rt. I, 
Vienna, and his wife, Rita Jean, 
seek to adopt the woman’s 6-year- 
old son, Phillip, by a previous 
marriage. 
They started adoption proceed­ 
ings Dec. 5, 1958, over the objec­ 
tion of Oscar Cassada of Albu­ 
querque, N M., the natural father 
of the boy. 
Williams 
contended

sary under Ohio law because of a 
provision for adoption of a child 
whose natural father fails to pro­ 
vide support for more than two 
years. 
Originally probate court grant­ 
ed the adoption but an appellate 
court reversed the decision.

The extreme cold came in the 
wake of Tuesday’s heavy snowfall 
which amounted to as much as 12 
inches in parts of Ohio.

It was 6 below 
at Columbus— a record there for 
Dec. 22—and Zanesville, 5 below 
at Toledo, 4 below' at Cleveland— 
the coldest it has been there since 
Jan. 5, 1959—and 3 below at Cin- 
cincinnati.
